3. Claims 1-10 and 22-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
generally teaches concepts of assigning jobs and obtaining permission to complete 
these jobs. However, the prior art fails to explicitly teach, "assigning a job by a dispatch 
to an originating account, the originating account not having adequate resources to 
accomplish the job" when in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
